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OUR LONDON LET1ER.

The Burning of Paris-Forced Labor at
the Pumps—The Return of the British
Cemmissloners—Baron Rotheehild's Tri.
umphs-The Coming Race—-8pecinl Cor-
respondents—W omen's Rights, Ete, Ete
Ete.

From Our Own Correspondent.

Loxnox, May 80

Fuil Ilium ! Al other toples, forelgn and
domestic, pale to-day before the fierce, lurid
glow In whieh the brief sun of the Commune
hae gone surely down. That evening when the
papers came out with tidings that the Tuileries
were in flames, a general moan of astonished
consternatlon burst from the whole heart of
England, No dcubt the fact of our local near-
ness does far more than the telegraph to bring
home to eévery oneé of ud In terrible vividness
the most irreparable calamity of modern hle-
tory; but 1 think we feel the loss more genu-
inely than othér European nations who border
as closely on the scene, Germany can hardly
be expected yet to feel unaffected pity
for French eufferings; Belglum  is
too aoxiously scratinizing the  bear-
ing which all thése melo-dramstic
events may have upon her own desitinies to do
much more than record their progress., Hpain is
not in the habit of showing nationsl sympathy,
and may ba granted to be well occupied enough
if ghe ls, however ellently, learning the lesson
of her neighbor's latest revolution. But Britain,
seliish, phlegmatic Britaln, is grieving with the
grief of a near and dear friend over the smoking
ashes and corpse-littered sireets of Parls. We
all thought that the world had heard the last of
reigne of terror there, and even now we can
scarcely believe that this horror is a reality, and
that we are again face to face with the scenes of
"2, The Archblshop of Paris shot, the women
of Paris in the forefront of every deadly design,
the constant tramp of the condemned of both
sexes to the human shambles—every incident is
a ghastly repetition of the Red days of eighty
vears ago. The publie feellng was well shown
by the prompt, epontaneous despatch of
Captain 8haw, with all the Metropolitan
Fire Brigade that could be spared, to help in ex-
tinguishing the flames, The moment the ides
was struck out it was vigorously acted on; the
Board of Works voted money, the Government
supplied a ship; and though, when the men were
actually en roufe, a polite despatch from M.
Favre announced that the firee had been so far
got under that he need not tromble them to
come, the spirit which prompted the action will
not lightly, we may hope, be forgotten by the
Parisians when they have time for seber
theughts agaln.

I have just met at my club one of Lord
Minto’s sons, who has managed to escape safe
and sound from Paris. He and two brothers moved
heaven and earth to get Into the city last week
with the Versailles army, little thinking what
was to come, and, once there, they would have
given anything to get out again at once. The
very evening of their arrival, strolling out from
their hotel, they were impressed in the Rue de
Rivoli, and forced to work at the pumps from
seven o'clock till three A. M. Bhells were fall-
ing day and night iun all parts of the city, and in
the general confusion (here was every moment
serious risk of being shol or bayoneted by some
irresponsible Versaillist private. A young
English officer of emgineers, whom I remember
at Eton, was arrested as a Communist, and only
saved from snmmary execution on the Place de
la Coneorde by the appearance on the scene of
a friendly French official at the eritical moment.
My friend eaw one of the Times' special corres-
pondents come in with the holes of a rifle-bullet
clearly cut through his clotkes without wound-
ing him, a good instance of tne riaks that ‘‘spe-
e¢lals"” have to run.

So the Sénate has ratified the treaty, and our
commissioners are already upon the Atlantie
again, with pleasant memories, no doubt, of the
festivities which have relieved their working
hours at Washington. I hear that Lord de Grey
is to be made a Marquls, in recognition of the
sterling value of the reeults achieved. The

‘members of the Awpglo-American Assoeiation
naturally feel a special satisfaction in the near
prospect of the realization of one of the fore-
most items in their programme, and purpose to
celebrate the oceaslon in true British fashion by
inviting the commissioners to dinner and
speeches as soon a8 they reach home. Ear! Rus-
sell consented to postpone his hostile motion on
the treaty till all the papers on the subject
should be formally before Parliament, and as
the houses have now adjourned for the Whitsua-
tide holidays, his field-day Is for the time being
postponed. The peneral feeling seems to be
that, considering the bhand he had in the un-
lucky business at first, he can hardly be ex-
pected Lo see himself written down wroug with-
out soma sort of a protest, and the soemer he
discharges himself of it, the better for the
political atimosphere. The final attitude to be
assumed by the Canadian Parliament is a more
serlous matter, and the cable accounts of the
very diverse sentiments expressed In varlous
parts of the Dominion are causing a good deal
of uneasinesa among us.

Everybody is pleased by Baron Meyer de
Rothschild's double suceess at Epsom. He has
fought his way gallantly into Parlidment, one of
the first liviog examples of the wisdom which
removed the pelitical disabilitles of his nation;
he bas won Lhe Derby and the
OUakes in ope and the esame week;
and he bas been carieatured by Pellegrini in
Vanily Fair. Whuat more can ambition wish
for? Years hence, doubtless, when Mr. Hughes
has got the House to agree with him as te the
immorality of adjourning over the Derby Day,
the Baron will sit placidly in his place on the
Liberal benches while the race is belng run upon
the Downs, comfortably conscious that he at
least has no more worlds to conquer there.

York Tribune, has gone across the wator for a
couple of months. No doubt many of yeur
readers will not fail to ascribe to thelr proper
suthor the London letiers which will be contri-
buted to that paper during hls absence under the
modest signature **11."

Seven hundred thonsand members Of trades-
unions having agreed to settle all disputes, for
the fature, by arbitration, looks as i{ the great
problem of harmonizing labor and eapital were
tending towards solution.

A telegram from Cambridge this morning an-
nounces that the first prize for English decla-
mation, & handsome sllver cup, engraved with
the college arms, has been awarded at Teinity
to George Lockhart Rivers, of New York, scho-
lar of the collage, who was last week rowing in
the head boat on the Cam,

Everybody knows how often the London
Daily News outstripped sll its British competi-
tors in the earlinese and accuracy of its acoounts
of the greal avents of the late Franco-Prussian
war. A few nights ago I had the good fortune
to be taken behind the scenes and shown some
specimens of the efforta by which these results
were achieved, the showman being Mr. Skinner,
the Daily News correspondent with the Crown
Prince's nrmy at Verssllles. From behind a
small table canningly placed In a corner of his
donble drawing-room, that the greatest possible
pumber of hiz assembled friends might
have him In view, he told most graphically
how the news of Bedan was carried to the Lon-
don publie.
